| International Congress Begins Strug- 
gle With the ‘‘tnterests.” 


\ 
BERNE, Switzerland, Dec. 9.—An 
| international con;ress for the protec- 
| tion of wild animals met here recent- 
| ly on the invitation of the Swiss Gov- 
| ernment and _ seventeen countries 
{ were represcnted. After lengthy dis- 
; cussion the congress appointed an in- 
‘ternational committee, with head- 
quarters at Basel, which will pro- 
| mote protective legislation and orga- 
‘ nize propaganda in favor of the ob- 
ject of the congress.

— Somewhere 
within the confines of the Arctic Cir-

GOVERNMENT FORCES ELECTION BE- 
ForRE Vorers’ Lists ARE READY. 


After delaying previous by-elections 
anywhere from six months to nearly 
‘a year, the Borden Government has 

suddenly developed such an indecent 

haste to get the second by-election 
for Macdonald over that they cannot 
even wait for the voters’ lists. The 
first notorious bye-election was voided 
on November llth, when the Conser- 
vative member, Mr. Alex Morrison, 
:confessed that he had been elected by 
corrupt means, On November 24th, 
the date for the next bye-election was 
fixed for December 13th. with nomina- 
tions on December 6th, the election to 
synchronize with that in South 
Lanark, which had been vacant since 
March 12th. Macdonald was allowed 
to remain vacant two days over a 
month. South Lanark was kept 
empty nine months, , 

There are two obvious reasons for 
this sudden determination to get the 
‘Macdonald bye-election over without 
delay. The Government wishes to 
end the matter and try to have the 
Macdonald infamy forgotten before 
Parliament meets in January to re- 
ceive the report of the election court 

which unseated Mr. Morrison vy 
reason of the corruption of the Rogers- 
Roblin gang. 
The second reason for this haste is 
| yet more sinister and makes it evident 
that the same crooked course which 
;marked the Macdonald bye-election 
number one will be used in bye-elec- 
tion number two, There are no legal 
voters’ list for Macdortald. It was a 
knowledge of this which hurried up 
the bye-election and caused Hon, Mr, 
Rogers to hasten to Winnipeg to take 
charge of affairs again. 

The Dominion lists for Federal elec- 
‘tions are made from the Provincial 
lists covering the same area as the 
Dominion riding. Where the Domin- 
ion viding over-laps Provincial dis- 
tricts, the lists have to be gone over 
by the county court judges and print- 
edas revised by them. The law de- 
mnands that this be done before Oct- 
ober Ist in each year. This year no 
such revision was made, and the Bor- 
den Goverment is the administration 
responsible for the neglect. 

Tee result is that a rush order has 
gone out to fix up the Macdonald 
voters’ lists. There not being time to 
do the work legally done by the county 
judges, the allocation of names will be 
made by the returning officer. Then 
the lists will be printed with scarcely 
two weeks tor the whole work, 

Thus the voters’ lists will be pre- 
pared by the returning officer appoint- 
ed by the Rogers-Robliu combination, 
probably under the indirect super- 
wvision of Mr. Rogers himself. ‘The 
rlists can scarcely be ready until poll- 
ing day or as near that date as they 
can be withheld. The Tories will thus 
jsecure to themselves the direct ad- 
\vantage of the preparation of the 
j voters’ lists, a knowledge from the 
| Liberals until it will be too late to do 
any good.

CONSUMPTION 
AND THE GOSPEL 


Religion in Its Relation to the 
White Plague. ~* 








Sin’s Relationship To Sickness and 
Death — “The Wages of Sin Is 
Death”’—Man's Battle Against the 
Curse a Losing One—‘‘In God Is 
Thy Help’—God Is For Us—The 
Result Will Be Glorious. 


New York, Dec. © 
7.— Pastor Rus- 
sell, speaking 
from the platform 
of the new City 
Temple to a 
crowded house, 
announced his 
text from Leviti- 
cus 26:16: “I will 
even appoint over 
you terror, con- 
sumption, and the 
burning plague, 
that shall con- 
sume (before) the 
eyes, and cause 
sorrow of heart.’’ His topic was chos- 
en in harmony with the movement 
against consumption, the white 
plague, which he declared is annual- 
ly sweeping more millions into the 
grave than are all the world’s wars. 

While the Pastor’s commission is to 
preach the Gospel, nevertheless, since 
it is the Divine arrangement for re- 
covery from sin and death, he con- 
sidered it eminently proper to call at- 
tention to the ravages of the white 
plague as part of sin’s penalty. He 
would not be understood as meaning 
that all consumptives are especially 
sinners; for som: of God's most saint- 
ly people have died of consumption 
and other ailments. The Redeemer 
Himself is credited with having died 
of a ruptured heart, a disease not 
unknown to medical practice. 

The speaker declared that mucb 
confusion prevails amongst Christians 
respecting sickness and health. True, 
we have the Lible instruction that 
sickness is a part of the death penalty 
inherited from our first parents on 
account of their disobedience. Yet it 
seems natural to think that after we 
have turncd from sin and have conse- 
crated our lives to God, He would re- 
store us fully to everlasting life and 
happy conditions. V/ben we find that 
some of God’s west people, including 
the Saviour, the Apostles and the 
Prophets, have uffered, even unto 
death; and that none are immune 
from this penalty, a perplexity arises 
that only the Bible sets straight. 

The Old Covenant and the New. 

The Pastor then discussed God's 
Covenants with Israel. God first an- 
nounced to Abraham His ultimate 
purpose of blessing mankind—releas- 
ing them from the curse of sin and 
death. God did not explain how this 
would be done, except that it would 
be through Abraham’s posterity, or 
“seed.” Four hundred years later, 
God proposed to the Israelites that if 
they wished to inherit the Promise 
made to Abraham, the door was open 
for them. He entered into a Cove- 
nant with them at Mt. Sinai, through 
Moses. In this Covenant, Israel agre- 
ed to keep the Divine Law perfectly; 
and God agreed that if they would 
do so, He would bless them with ever- 
lasting life and empower them to 
save the world—to help mankind out 
from under the death curse. _

Both Bismarck und Pepys found that 
noise enhanced the value of a nigbt’s 
rest. Bismarck contided in bis old age 
to an interviewer that he could “never 
sleep in Berlin at night when it is

Pepys records in his diary on Sept. 
23, 1661, that he slept at Welling “and 
still remember it that of all the nights 
that ever I slept in my life 1 never did 
pass a night with more epicurism of 
sleep; there being now and then a 
noise of people that waked me, and 
then it was a very rainy night, and 
then I was a little weary, that what 
between waking and then sleeping 
again, one after another, I never had 
so much content in all my life.” 

The probability that we get snatches 
of sleep at odd moments when we sup- 
pose ourselves to have remained con- 
tinuously awake 1s supported by the 
phenomena of dreams. Mark Twain 
accounted for his own “disappearing 
visitor” by the belief that he had un- 
consciously bad a very short nap, and 
many have explained visions of ghosts 
as due to dreams during such sbort 
naps, 

For nothing is better established in 
connection with dreams tban that an 
apparently very long one can occur 
time. 
Alfred Maury bad a long, vivid dream 
of the reign of terror, including the 
trian! of himself before the revolution- 
ary tribunal and his execution. and 
wis able to show that it all happened 
during the moment of awakening by 
tbe fall of a rod from the bed canopy 
upon bis neck.—London Chronicle.

WORK OF A GOOD SAMARITAN. 





Beck, the Prospector, Who Has Made 
‘the Desert Bloom With Guideposts 
Pointing the Way to Water and 
Saved Many Men From Death. 


In the American Magazine is an arti- 
cle about Lew Westcott Beck, who is 
known as the “good Samaritan of 
Death valley.” He and his dog, Ru- 
fus, have saved many prospectors from 
a horrible deuth by making the desert 
blossom with ;uideposts showing the 
Way to water. The following is an ex- 
tract from the article: 

“Time wax when Beck was a plain 
Prospector in the Cripple Creek coun- 
try. He wus in ‘on the diggings at 
Leadville, and be panned around in 
Montana awhile. Likewise he rushed 
into the Big Horn at the time of the 
mineral strike there, but he never 
Struck a lead that made him rich. 

“Eventually he drifted down through 
Nevada and into Death valley, chasing 
rainbows. Wild rumors ubout ‘Death 
Valley’ Scotty's big find In that section 
electrified the country, and scores of 
prospectors rushed into the desert, ex- 
pecting to make their fortune in a few 
days. Beck was ‘umong those pres- 
ent.’ 

“There were several In Beck's party. 
They hiked many miles through the 
mirage land, finding nothing worth 
while and worrying constantly Jest 
they exbaust their supply of water. 
For two duys they sought water holes, 
and when out of water they went for 
bours with tongues swollen and lips 
parched from want of moisture. Then 
when. death seemed inevitable they 
suddenly discovered a tiny stream 
trickling out of a cunyon at the base 
of the Panamint mountains. 

“When Beck returned to ctvilization 
be was a changed man. He bad seen 
sands that were strewn with skulls, 
and that sigbt bad put a big tdea into 
bis bead. 

“Came spring, and Beck made an- 
otber trip through Death valley. At 
his side was a Newfoundland dog. 
The prospector carried a bundle of tin 
strips. They were signboards to guide 
the wanderers’ steps aright 

“Each summer since then the pros- 
pector und his dog have made a jour- 
ney to the Jand of tke purple mist, pil- 
ing up rocks and attaching signs to 
them, searching for lost travelers and 
incidentally keeping a lookout for a 
piece of }: eclous metal. Once or twiee 
Rufus hes led his master to prospectors 
who, after long suffering from thirst, 
hid fallen upon the burning sunds to 
die. 

“In signboarding the desert Beck has 
saved a number of thirst mad ruin- 
bow cbasers aud has also in remote 
districts stumbled upon the bleaching 
bones of dead men who may buve 
found fortunes fn the silver sulpburet 
district, but who did not live to tell 
the world about it. At one time he as- 
sisted at the burial of four men who 
died of thirst within two wiles of a

CARELESS WITH GOLD. 


Any ,Old Thing Serves the Kiondikers 
fi For Holding Nuggets, 





Persons who ure accustomed to ob- 


serve the extreme cure with which 
bankers handle guld would be aston- 
ished by the lax methods of the men 
who risk their lives for the precious 
wetul in spursely settled regions 
where it ix mined. 

In the log cubins in which Klondik- 
ers live it has to take its chance along 
with boots, wooking utensifs and pro- 
visions, waiting to be transported by 
the most expeditious route. Any re- 
ceptacie, it seems, is good enough to 
hold gold. Old tobacco cans and fruit 
and vegetable cuns stand full of nug- 
gets op the shelves, and sacks of goid 
dust are flung upon the floor. — 

On one occasion a little pack train 
of three mules brought to Dawson 
City $120,000 worth of gold in com- 
mon sacks, over which the wule driv- 
er, acting on hix own responsibility, 
fastened a bit of sailcloth, lest a mule 
falling on a rock or against a branch 
should accidentally rip open a sack 
and spill the contents. The whole lot 
was thrown with other goods into the 
packer's office and left there until the 
following morning. 

At another time $40,000 worth was 
sent duwn on on@ horse. The packer 
in @harge did not know who had given 
it to him and there was no sign of 
ownership attached. It was identified 
by the fact that within the larger 
sack of dust was a small sack of nug- 
gets. 

The bags are not sealed, but merely 
tled with a leather thong or a bit of 
twine.—Chicago Record-Herald. 


RAINMAKING FALLACIES. 


Nature’s Processes Too Gigantic to Be 
Imitated by Man. 

Warm air is like a sponge. It will 
suck up a lot of moisture and carry it 
witbout spilling any. But if warm 
air, well loaded with moisture, is sud- 
denly cooled the sponge is squeezed 
and the moisture falls out as rain.
